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Stop behaving like a 
kid, threat man told 


A MAN triggered a three-hour 
police operation involving armed 
officers and a trained negotiator 
after he made threats to his wife. 

Alan Mizon sent a stream of text 
messages and telephone calls to his 
wife Trina, a court heard. 

But district judge David Cooper told him: 
“Settle down and stop behaving like a nine year 
old.” 

Mizon, 34, was given a 12-week prison 
sentence suspended for a year after he admitted 
harassing his wife, threatening behaviour and 
possessing 0.6 gm of the drug cannabis. 

He was also made the subject of supervision 
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by the probation service for a year, banned from 
visiting his former home at Rutland Court, 
Haverhill, for three months, banned from 
contacting Julie Harris - a friend of his wife - 
for a year and was ordered to pay £60 prosecu¬ 
tion costs. 

Judge Cooper told him: “Armed police had to 
be called because of your infantile behaviour. 
You put your mother and your family through 
hell because you weren’t able to sit down and 
discuss your problems.” 

The court heard that the incident, on March 
28, escalated after Mizon swore at officers. He 


punched out a window at his home and was 
seen head-butting the walls. 

A trained negotiator was called and it was 
three hours before officers were able to enter 
the house. They found the cannabis when they 
went into the property 

The judge said Mizon told officers he felt it 
was “quite reasonable” to send threatening 
texts to his wife. 

He said Mizon had seemed to find the whole 
incident comical and seemed to have a hatred of 
the police. 

Jenny Carpenter, defence solicitor, said Mrs 
Mizon had since said she wanted the couple to 
get back together and had asked for bail 
restrictions to be lifted so they could see each 
other.

Fight for life goes on after death crash 


TWO people are still fighting 
for their lives in hospital 
following a crash on the A143 
outside Haverhill. 

The collision happened on 
Monday, May 5, and claimed 
the life of a 44-year-old woman. 

An inquest was opened and 
adjourned at Bury St Edmunds 


into the death of Jane Gatt of 
Cavendish Court, Haverhill, 
who was the driver of a 
Citroen Saxo car which 
collided with a Porsche close 
to the Great Thurlow turning 
at around 11am. 

She was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, 


and died there later. 

A female passenger in the 
Saxo car, believed to be the 
driver’s sister, remains in a 
critical condition and a male 
passenger, believed to be the 
partner of the driver, is 
“stable”. 

The Porsche driver, who 


comes from Bury St Edmunds, 
also remains in a critical 
condition. 

Police are still appealing for 
witnesses to the collision to 
come forward.

No jail for ‘careless’ 
death crash driver 


A DRIVER who pulled 
straight into the path of a 
Haverhill motorcyclist 
who died in the crash has 
been convicted of careless 
driving but escaped a jail 
sentence. 

Glenn Hussein was fined £500 
after being convicted at Bury 
Magistrates Court of driving 
without due care and attention 
in the crash which led to the 
death of 30-year-old motor cyclist 
Kevin Jones. 

Magistrates said that a “prud¬ 
ent and competent” driver would 
not have turned into the path of 
Mr Jones on the B1106 in North 
Stow on August 5 last year. 

Hussein, 46, of Raynham Road, 
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Bury St Edmunds, denied the 
charge and said Mr Jones’ 
Suzuki motor cycle “came out of 
nowhere”. 

But a police reconstruction of 
the accident claimed he should 
have had up to ten seconds to see 
the machine. 

Mr Jones, of Hales Barn Road, 
Haverhill, died at the scene. A 
post mortem examination found 
the cause of his death was 
trauma from the collision. 

Hussein had been picking up 
his wife in his Peugeot car and 
the crash happened as he turned 
into a picnic park. 

Pc Adam Williams, who led the 


investigation, said there was 
evidence of skid marks on the 
road as Mr Jones attempted to 
avoid the collision. 

He denied claims from 
Hussein’s defence team that the 
rider might have been travelling 
too fast for the road. 

The court heard that Hussein 
had initially been arrested at the 
scene in connection with death 
by dangerous driving but was 
later charged with driving with¬ 
out due care and attention. 

During police interviews, 
Hussein said he had been 
driving normally and would not 
have done anything differently. 

He said: “I looked ahead and 
saw it was clear but then as I 
turned right, I saw this motor 
cyclist come straight at me and 


drive into me. Everything just 
stopped, the bonnet popped up 
and I couldn’t see a thing.” 

But presiding magistrate Meg 
Clibbon said: “We feel a reason¬ 
able, prudent and competent 
driver would have been able to 
see the motor cyclist and not 
turn into his path. 

“By your own admission, this 
is a road fraught with hazards. 
Even with a slight increase in 
speed [from Mr Jones], of which 
there is no evidence of that, you 
would have been able to see him 
and react.” 

Hussein, who was said to be 
suffering from depression since 
the accident, was given a £500 
fine, nine penalty points and 
ordered to pay £450 prosecution 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 


Last week to have say on schools review 


THERE is still time to have 
your say on plans for the 
future of schools in 
Haverhill with just over a 
week left before the end of 
the six week represent¬ 
ation period on May 23. 

People who have not yet 
had their say are urged to 
do so on the controversial 
plans to axe all middle 
schools in the county 
including three in Haver¬ 
hill, one in Clare and 


others in the Newmarket 
area. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, 
portfolio holder for 
children, schools and 
young people’s services 
said: “This six-week period 
has given everyone a final 
opportunity to give their 
views on the proposals 
agreed by cabinet in 
March. 

“Anyone who is yet to 
have their say on these 


proposals should do so 
before next Friday to 
ensure their views are 
considered by cabinet 
before they make their 
final decision.” 

A notice has been 
displayed outside each of 
the affected schools, 
outlining the potential 
impact if the proposals 
were given the go-ahead. 

Notices have also been 
on display at various other 


local venues and details of 
all of the changes are 
available on the county 
council’s website. 

All views received by the 
county council will be 
analysed and go on to form 
part of the paper going to 
the Cabinet meeting on 
June 24 for a final decision 
on the scheme. 

The original recomm¬ 
endations, agreed by the 
cabinet at its meeting in 


March will also be 
included in the briefing 
paper. 

If cabinet members 
decide to back the prop¬ 
osals at the June meeting, 
plans will be put in place to 
begin implementing the 
schools shake up.

Drink-drug mix 
for crash victim 


A FATHER killed in a 
crash on the A1307 had 
taken cocaine and was 
over the drink-drive limit, 
an inquest heard. 

Peter Rogers, 34, was also not 
wearing a seatbelt. He was killed 
when his Ford Transit left the 
road and flipped over into a field 
near Horseheath Green. He was 
thrown from the vehicle which 
then landed on him, crushing 
his chest. 

Tests revealed he was 1.7 times 
over the legal drink-drive limit 
and had taken cocaine. 

The steel erector, of Ched- 
burgh Place, Haverhill, was 
returning from a trip to Hertford 
to see his six-year-old daughter, 
and son who had just celebrated 
his ninth birthday 

Coroner Dr Colin Lattimore 
recorded death from hypoxia - a 
lack of oxygen in the blood when 
there is pressure on the lungs -

due to a crushing of the chest. 

At the hearing in Cambridge, 
Dr Lattimore said: “I have to say 
at best he was the architect of 
his own disaster because of the 
fact he was over the drink-drive 
limit and was not wearing a 
seatbelt. 

“I hope this will be a warning 
to others of the dangers of 
drink-driving and not wearing a 
seatbelt. 

“If he had been wearing one 
he could have been alive today I 
am sorry for the family’s suffer¬ 
ing.” 

There were no witnesses to the 
crash but investigating officer 
Pc Chris Breeze said he believed 
Mr Rogers lost control of the 
vehicle. 

Speaking after the inquest, he 
said: “This tragedy just high¬ 
lights the dangers of drink¬ 


driving and driving without a 
seatbelt. 

“A seatbelt may have stopped 
him going through the wind¬ 
screen and could have saved his 
life.” 

Mr Rogers’ father, 56-year- 
year-old Bob Rogers, of Haver¬ 
hill, earlier paid tribute to his 
only son, saying: “He never took 
anything seriously He just lived 
life to the full. 

“He was an avid Tottenham 
Hotspur supporter and he 
thought the world of all his 
nephews and nieces, as they did 
of him. 

“He was just a happy-go-lucky 
lad. His main goal was to buy a 
house so he could have his 
children with him as often as 
possible.” 

He added: “People sit high up 
in works vans and think they are 
safe but they are not. If he had 
been wearing a seatbelt we 
believe he would still be here.”

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Chiefs salary deal 
‘may be unlawful’

A POLITICAL row over 
the £220,000 salary given 
to a new council chief has 
escalated with a report 
which has claimed that 
the pay award was “poten¬ 
tially unlawful”. 

Opposition Labour and Lib¬ 
eral Democrat groups on Suffolk 
County Council have claimed 
the report shows the controlling 
Conservative group was wrong 
to give Andrea Hill, the council’s 
new chief executive, a pay rise 
of around £70,000 compared to 
her predecessor. 

Mrs Hill, 44, who lives in 
Duxford, has previously worked 
for Cambridge City Council and 
headed Bedfordshire County 
Council before her move to 
Suffolk. 

The Labour group said the 
report by the District Auditor 
showed that information was 
kept from the staff appoint¬ 
ments committee when it 
decided to increase the salary 
range for Mrs Hill. 

The report said: “It is arg¬ 
uable that the decision to in¬ 
crease the salary range was 
based on inadequate infor¬ 
mation and relevant inform¬ 
ation was not made available to

the committee and therefore, 
was potentially unlawful.” 

Cllr Julian Swainson, Labour 
group leader, said: “This damn¬ 
ing report shows that Labour 
councillors were right to raise 
the issue with the District 
Auditor. Clearly the appoint¬ 
ment process was flawed, as we 
said. 


“This report shows that 
Suffolk electors simply cannot 
trust their Tory county coun¬ 
cillors to act responsibly with 
taxpayers’ money” 

Cllr Kathy Pollard, Liberal 
Democrat leader, said: “I think 
what this report shows, once 
again, is that a small Conser¬ 
vative cabal is making secretive 
decisions for the rest of the 
county. 

“We are very concerned at the 
implication that the council 
cannot demonstrate value for 
money was given sufficient 
consideration. At a time when 
many people are feeling the 
pinch, this simply makes the 
council look bad.” 

But Cllr Jeremy Pembroke, 
Conservative leader of the 
council, said: “We have always 
maintained that the process was 
robust and thorough, and I am 
delighted that this has been 
confirmed by the Audit Comm¬ 
ission. 

“Labour and the Lib Dems can 
play politics with this if they 
like, but the Conservatives will 
continue working hard on behalf 
of the people of this county, to 
continue delivering high-quality 
services befitting the best 
county council in the East of 
England, and to keep Council 
Tax as low as possible.”

The scheme - the brainchild of 
Mary Ann White, a teacher on 
the Rainbow Ward at West 
Suffolk Hospital, in Bury St 
Edmunds - sees health and edu¬ 
cation providers working more 
closely to care for youngsters. 

Mrs White, who has been at 
the hospital since 1999, said: “We 
arrange regular meetings of 
health and education profess¬ 
ionals. Each discipline is edu¬ 
cating the other.” 


As part of the approach, 
forums are organised so experts 
from different disciplines can 
give information about various 
medical conditions, along with 
advice on the practical impli¬ 
cations of how they can be 
managed in school. 

This means doctors get an 
insight into what is happening in 
schools and the support net¬ 
works provided by education, 
while teachers gain a better 
understanding of how a pupil’s 
medical condition may affect 
their behaviour in the class¬ 
room. 

Dr Raman Lakshman, con¬ 


sultant paediatrician at the 
hospital, said: “When a family is 
seen for a consultation, doctors 
get to know the parents’ persp¬ 
ective and understanding of the 
problem. But in many cases 
important information which 
completes the story and helps 
with the diagnosis and manage¬ 
ment can only be obtained by 
liaising with the child’s school. 
This is why partnership is so 
important to provide the best 
care for our young patients.” 

A flier outlining the scheme’s 
details has now been produced 
and is being circulated to health 
providers and local authorities.

A trek beyond 
the boundaries 
of disability 


I ’VE ALWAYS been 
a bit of a cheeky 
chappie,” admits 
Liam Plumridge, 
with a broad grin. 

“I’m here to enjoy 
myself and to enjoy 
life. I live every day 
as if it’s my last, 
basically.” 

The 17-year-old is 
about to star in a BBC 
documentary - charting 
the physically and

mentally gruelling trek he 
took across the Andes, 
led by a former SAS 
commando. 

Completing the 35-day 
endurance test, which 
included traversing 
Amazonian rapids and 
climbing an active 
volcano, is no mean feat 
for any teenager. But for 
Liam, who has dyspraxia, 
it is a truly incredible 
achievement. 

“It’s a problem with co¬ 
ordination and balance,” 
he explains. “Dyspraxic 
people can have 
problems with all kinds of 
things other people think 
of as simple, like tying 
shoelaces or opening a tin 
of beans. 

“The brain sends out 


messages but, 
somewhere along the line, 
the body says ‘No thank 
you, not today’. I look like 
a normal guy; it’s what 
they call one of the hidden 
disabilities.” 

Liam’s symptoms first 
showed when he was just 
three years old. Noticing 
her son was unusually 
clumsy, mum Karen 
Sheppard took him to the 
GP and, soon after, he 
was diagnosed dyspraxic. 

“There was quite a lot of 
bullying at school,” says 
Liam, who lives in 
Haverhill. “I got that 
horrible spastic word 
which I hate, absolutely 
hate, all the time. I was the 
odd one out. 

“But I always got on

with it: this is who I am. I 
see it as a gift; it’s made 
me the person I am - lively 
and full of beans. 

“People who pick on 
others are just idiots. That’s 
what I say to kids who 
want to kill themselves 
because of stupid prats 
like that; I say ‘Don’t give 
in, persevere’.” 

Liam speaks to 
numerous young people 
every year, in his role as 
youth ambassador for the 
Dyspraxia Foundation. 

“I’ve always wanted to

raise awareness of 
disability,” he explains. 
“That was one of the 
reasons I applied for 
Beyond Boundaries.” 

Across the Andes is the 
third series of BBC2’s 
Beyond Boundaries. Each 
series has seen a group of 
disabled teenagers take up 
a serious challenge: to go 
on a tough trek, in remote 
climes, led by former SAS 
major Ken Hames. 

“I saw an advert in a TV 
guide, saying they were 
looking for disabled 
people,” says Liam. “I 
thought ‘Why not? I’ll go 
for it’.” Two interviews later, 
he’d made it into the final 
10 - beating off 
competition from some 
450 other applicants. 

“They said I was the first 
dyspraxic person they’d 
ever had on the show,” 
adds Liam, whose fellow 
trekkers had a wide range 
of disabilities: two were in 
wheelchairs, while another 
pair relied on crutches. 

“The hardest thing was 
trying to explain dyspraxia 
to the others,” he says. 

“It’s obvious if you’re 
missing an arm or leg that 
you’ve got a disability but 
this is something you can’t 
really see. I had a bit of a 
tiff with one guy when we 
were pushing the 
wheelchairs, because he 
thought I was stronger 
than I actually was. I have 
very weak muscles and, 
some days, I had almost 
no strength at all.” 

On arriving in Ecuador, 
the group spent one night 
in a five-star hotel before 
being whisked up in a 


Hercules - and then 
dropped near the shores of 
the Amazon. 

“On that first day we 
ended up pushing our boat 
through the rapids, 
because it got stuck,” 
remembers Liam, with a 
laugh. “I thought ‘This is 
going to be a fun trip!’...” 

Day two was spent 
pushing and pulling the 
wheelchairs through a 
muddy bog. Day three was 
pretty much the same. As 
was day four. 

“It was tough,” admits 
Liam. “By the second 
week, when we reached 
the Andes, it had gone 
from being lovely and hot 
to freezing cold. Because 
of the altitude I started to 
get difficulty breathing and 
these really weird, vivid 
dreams. 

“And we had to push the 
wheelchairs up Cotopaxi, 
the biggest active volcano 
in the world. I was 
absolutely exhausted - not 
just physically, but you 
needed a lot of mental 
strength. I also missed my 
family, which I hadn’t 
expected; I’m an 
independent sort of 
person. It was all too 
much. I said I was leaving.” 

Packing his bags, Liam 
was sent to sit in an army 
truck and await his return 
home. “I was in there for 
two hours,” he remembers. 
“I sobbed on Ken, literally 
sobbed on his shoulder. 
He’s tough but he’s the 
nicest bloke you could 
ever meet. 

“I asked if I could speak 
to my mum. The last thing 
she said to me at the

airport was ‘I’ll really miss 
you’, which didn’t help; that 
kept coming back to me in 
my dreams. When I spoke 
to her she said to carry on, 
to do it for her. And that’s 
what I did.” 

Attacking the rest of the 
trek with renewed 
enthusiasm, Liam says it 
was full of once-in-a- 
lifetime experiences - 
including eating barbecued 
guinea pig. 

“On one occasion I was 
sent net fishing,” adds 
Liam, with a laugh. “I think 
they thought a dyspraxic 
person net fishing would 
make good TV: needless to 
say, I was rubbish. One of 
the real highlights was 
going horseriding. At the 
beginning of the day, the 
expedition leader told me I 
couldn’t leave his side all 
day because of my 
problems with balance. 

That felt really degrading. 
But by 4pm I was galloping 
along ... I loved it.” 

The 300km trek, which 
reached heights of 
15,000ft, finished on the 
Pacific Coast. “It was 
gorgeous, just incredible,” 
adds Liam. “The whole 
experience was amazing, 
not that I’d do it again - it 
really was tough! But it 
completely changed my 
life.” 

The trip sparked a 
passion for travel: next 
week Liam will start a job at 
a travel agency - and he’s 
already planning to visit 
Namibia and Australia, to 
name just two exotic 
locations. 

“When I talk to young 
dyspraxic kids, I hope they 
will be encouraged by 
hearing my story,” adds 
Liam. “Having dyspraxia 
doesn’t have to hold you 
back. Doing this trip has 
made me stronger and my 
self-esteem is definitely 
higher. I feel quite invincible 
now!”

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Medals at 
last for 
‘forgotten 
army’ 



VETERANS of a forgotten war 
will finally see their service 
recognised after battling the 
Government for the right to 
receive medals. 

Cambridgeshire servicemen 
who fought in the jungles of 
Malaya and Borneo in the 
1950s and 60s were due to be 
decorated at a ceremony at the 
Imperial War Museum, Dux- 
ford, today. 

But the medals are being 
awarded by the King of 
Malaysia, not the British 
Government. 

Veterans forced the 
Government to back down over 
rules banning the acceptance 
of foreign honours in 2006. 
They still do not have official 
permission to wear the medals. 
Fred Burden, a member of the 
National Malaya and Borneo 
Veterans’ Association who is 
organising the ceremony, said: 
“It was a battle to get the 
medal in the first place and we 
are still battling to be able to 
wear it officially. 

“But we don’t serve under the 
British forces any more. We are 
private citizens, therefore we 
will wear any medal we choose 
to wear.” 


The Duxford ceremony will see 
a representative of the 
Malaysian High Commission 
award the Pingat Jasa Malaysia 
medal to around 300 
Cambridgeshire veterans. 

They were among 35,000 
British troops who fought 
Indonesian Communists in 
Borneo and Malaya between 
1957 and 1966. Of those men, 
509 were killed. 

Keith Ridley, 62, who lives in 
Offord D’Arcy, was 18 when he 
served aboard the HMS Albion 
in Brunei. 

He said of the award: “It puts 
Britain to shame. This is a very 
impressive medal. I went to a 


ceremony in Suffolk and it 
brings tears to the veterans’ 
eyes. 

“When they get it, they say, ‘at 
least we’ve got some 
recognition, which is more than 
our Government has done for 
us’.” 

John Wallage, 65, of Impington, 
served aboard a converted 
minesweeper as it patrolled 
rivers in the jungles of northern 
Borneo. 

He said: “It was grim. More 
than 500 men were killed. But 
when you got back, people had 
never even heard of it. 

“We were like a forgotten 
army.” 


Calls for more 
info on planes 


NOT enough was 
done to let people 
comment on new 
plans for stacking 
planes over Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, claimed 
councillors. 

National Air Traffic 
Services (NATS) has 
been consulting on plans 
to increase the number 
of planes flying over the 
county by replacing the 
two shared holds for 
Luton and Stansted 
airports with three new 
holds - one for Luton 
and two for Stansted. 

Two of the stacks will 
be over South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. It could 
mean, for example, that 
people living in Con- 
ington, Elsworth, Upper 
Cambourne, Arrington, 
Croydon, Tadlow, Hatley, 
Gamlingay and Waresley 
would have a plane 
flying over them every 
2.4 minutes in the hold at 
peak hours.

holds for Stansted 
airport in their response 
to the consultation. 

The council report 
was put before the 
cabinet at its meeting 
last week. 

NATS only put one 
proposal forward for 
consultation because it 
said more options could 
result in information 
overload for people. 

The report said: 
“Whilst recognising that 
airspace management is 
complex, the council 
would have preferred to 
have greater details pro¬ 
vided on the alternative 
options since these 
might have assisted in 
understanding why the 
final option was consid¬ 
ered to be the best.” 

The council was con¬ 
cerned parts of the dist¬ 
rict, which would see an 
increase in aircraft, 
were very rural with low 
noise levels - further 
information on noise is 
required to assess the 
impact on the district, it 
said. 


It wants a review a 
year after the proposals 
are implemented to 
assess the impact on 
local communities. 

Also on the agenda 
was the council’s 
response to Uttlesford 
District Council’s con¬ 
sultation on a second 
runway at Stansted. 

Uttlesford continues to 
oppose the idea, saying 
vital improvements to 
road and rail are needed, 
not enough information 
about noise is available 
and it is worried about 
larger aircraft using the 
airport, as well as 
increased numbers of 
planes. 

Steve Hampson, exec¬ 
utive director at South 
Cambs, said: “Both 
proposals raise a num¬ 
ber of areas of concern 
for us. 

“A detailed response to 
each of the consult¬ 
ations has been prepared 
and councillors will be 
asked to consider them 
very carefully before 
submitting a final 
response to NATS and 
Uttlesford.”

Life begins at 40 for 
Scouse funnyman

SCOUSE funnyman John 
Bishop comes to the 
Junction in Cambridge this 
month on his first UK tour. 
His show Stick Your Job Up Your 
A*** charts his journey from being 
a well paid sales and marketing 
director for a pharmaceutical 
company to a jobbing comedian 
on the stand up circuit. 

Despite his major career change 
he says he has no regrets. 

“Well obviously you miss the 
salary cheque coming in every 
month and the car and the 
bonuses and the pension but 
apart from abject poverty no, 
there’s no regrets,” he laughs. 
“The first half of the show is 
straight stand up and the second 
half is one long story about how I 
became a comedian because it’s 
the question people always ask. 

“I had a good job, I was at the 
stage in my life where I had kids 
and a mortgage and giving it all 
up to be a comedian wasn’t really 
sensible. But if I’d have tried to 
stay in the job I was doing I’d 
have gone absolutely mad.” 

And with a CV as chequered as 
John’s he’s certainly got a lot of 
sympathy with anyone who has

come to one of his gigs from a 
hard day’s work. His past jobs 
include working as a bouncer and 
as a semi-professional footballer 
in the football conference. But 
he’s pretty sure what his most 
hated job was. 

“I had a job once painting the ICI 
chemical factory near Liverpool. 
You had to paint it from one end 
to the other and then when you’d 


finished you’d go back and start 
again, it was like the Forth Bridge. 
“It was horrible because you had 
to get into all these nooks and 
crannies and in between the 
pipes. You had to cover yourself in 
a boiler suit and cover your face 
with Vaseline so that at the end of 
the day you could wipe all the 
paint off. I hated it.” 

When he originally began his 
stand up it was a hobby and 
standing up on stage in a comedy 
club was something that had 
never occurred to him before. 

“I never used to watch stand up 
comedy so for me what’s funny is 
sitting in the pub with my mates, 
they make me laugh. Before I first 
walked on stage I’d only been in 
two stand up clubs in my life. 
“What’s different about me is that I 
started comedy in my late 30s 
and I already had a wife and kids. 
A lot of comedians start after 
college or university and it’s what 
they set out to do. 

“There was some famous 
comedian, I can’t remember who 
it was, who said you’ve got 
nothing interesting to say until 
you’re 40.”

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UK’s MoT pass rate 
is so dire 


MORE than a fifth of 
cars fail their first MoT 
test, giving the UK one 
of the worst records in 
Europe, figures have 
revealed. 

In 2007, a total of 21.6 per 
cent of three-year-old 
vehicles in the UK did not 
pass the MoT, according to 
the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM) Trust. 

The trust said this 
compared unfavourably with 
many European countries - 
some of which test cars for 
the first time after four years 
rather than the UK minimum 
of three years. 

France, for example, had a 
5.61 per cent failure rate, 
while Switzerland had 17.5 
per cent and Norway 19.9 per 
cent. Spain has a 32 per cent

rate of failure. 

Germany, where cars are 
tested after three years, has a 
failure rate of just 4.8 per 
cent. Austria, another three- 
year country, has a 10 per 
cent failure rate. 

The IAM Trust, which 
obtained the UK figures 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act, said 
lighting and signalling 
problems were the chief 
cause of UK failures, followed 
by tyres and wheels and 
problems associated with 
drivers’ views, including 
cracked windscreens.
